WEEDS 


NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN to the farmers of Mountain 
View Municipality that the Weed Act will be STRICTLY enforced 
during 1914. It has been noticed that weeds have been abnormally 

| 


spreading year by year, and in order to check their growth or ex- 
terminate them, drastic measures must be taken in the public in- 
terest to check or eradicate them, Those who have weeds upon 
theirland should plan before seeding the best way of freeing their 
land from them. Either summer- fallow or sow for green feed with 
the intention of cutting before the weed seed can ripen. If it is 
found that weeds are in your crop grown for grain you may expect 
to be compelled to hand pull them. It would be considered a favor 
if every farmer would send an unsigned posta! card to the Secretary 
stating thereon the quarter sections in his neighborhood where he 
knows weeds are prevalent and also state the kind of weeds.

THE PROPER EQUIPMENT. 


WVhen Wishing Cu:lery it le Alwaye 
Best to Use a Good Silver Soap. 
Thie Method Does Away With the 
Weekly Cleaning. 


The art of dishwashing has become 
timost extinct in this quick going age, 
When the only way to do a thing is to 
fo it at once aud bave It soon over, 
fet real dishwashing {s an art. 

Dishwashing requires two dishpans, 
sne in which to wash and the other to 
finse the dishes; an abundunce of 
icavy linen towels, some lighter ones 
for glasses, a good dish mop and dish- 
sloths, The dishcloth should be of 
ttrong Iinen. Stair crash fs excellent 
for this purpose, us it will become soft 
tough to be flexible and is very dur- 
thle. Muke these cloths about ten 
nebes long, of narrow crash and bem 
them to prevent the edges from fray- 
ing when they are put through the 
mundry, 

First of all, the dishes should be 
gathered up and properly scraped, then 
beld for a moment under the hot wa- 
ter faucet to take off the first coating 
of greuse. Any dishes or knives and 
forks used for fish should be carefully 
wiped with paper, as dishcloths are in- 
fected by fish Immediately. 

Put the dishes in hot suds. Use the 
fish mop freely and transfer them te 
the other pan to be rinsed. Let this 
second pan be very large and have @ 
wooden drainer fitted in two Iincheg 
from the bottom, so that the boiling 
witer poured over the dishes will 
drain off them. This is the best ang 
safest way of draining. 

In washing the silver use a silved 
sonp and thus avoid the weekly silves 
tleaning day, with the added induce 
ment that the silver is constantly 
bright. 

Wash spiders, pots and kettles sep 
arately and with an fron dishcloth 
Pots and kettles should be washed ine 
side and outside and thoroughly wiped 
before being set away. The coffee pot 
and ten kettle should be boiled out at 
least once a week with soda and water 
to keep them tastelessly clean. 


Walnuts as Food. 

A Tondon medical journal recently 
published some interesting facts con- 
serning walnuts as food. According 
to this authority, “thirty large walnut 
kernels contain as much food value as 
to and three-quarter pounds of lean 
veef.” With beef worth approximate 
ly 20 cents a pound, this means, that 
each walnut is worth about 2 cents as 
a food product as compared with beef. 
That these facts will greatly encour- 
age the production and consumption 
of walnuts ts hardly to be expected. 
There {s some consolation, however, ip 
the thought that when meat has be 
some a luxury, to be indulged only by 
the rich, the general consumer can 
keep bis dinner very well—somewhat 
like Peter Pumpkin Eater's wife-in & 
walnut shell.
